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EDITOR'S PREFACE. 


Tins Sixth Volume of the Catalogue of Oriental Cains in 
the British Museum deala with the money issued by the 
Mongol Dynasties descended from Jin gis Khan, correspond¬ 
ing tq Fraelin's Classes XVIII,—XXII. The only line of 
Khans tracing their lineage to Jingia excluded from this 
volume is that of Sheyhan or Abu-l-Kheyr, which was of 
Sale foundation and rose on the ruins of the Timufian 
empire. Timur** own coinage, with that of his house, is 
reserved for the next (or Seventh) Volume, since he was 
not a lineal descendant of Jingle. On the other hand, the 
issues of the small dynasties which divided Persia among 
them between the decay of the Ilkh&as and the invasion of 
Timur are included in this volume as a species of appendix. 

The metal of each specimen is stated, and iia size in 
inches and tenths, us in the preceding volumes. The 
weight of the examples in gold and silver is staled in 
English groins* except in long scries of silver issues of 
fairly uniform weight, such as those of the Khans of the 
Golden Horde, when only the weights of typical speci¬ 
mens aro given. 

Tables for converting grains into gramme and inches 
into millimetres and into the measures of Mionnet'ti scale, 
are given at the end of the volume. 

Typical examples arc figured in the nine plates* which 
arc executed the autotype mechanical process from 
casts iu plaster-

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h HISTORICAL OUTLINE. 

Soke outline of the history of the Mongols It nmnary /W r the 
clear apprehension of the mutual relations of the various 
dynasties kl&n^ing to the family of Jingis Khan< whose 
coins are doserihed in tlu* Siith Volume of the Catalogue of 
Oriental Coins in the British Museum. There ie at present no 
work from which such in outline may readily be obtained. The 
older historians are not only prolix in what they relate, hut 
often eon fused and inaecnrate; whilst in many important 
omissions they display a lack of discrimination between the 
essential and the trivia]. Nor can the latest historian of the 
BlongoU be altogether acquitted from the charge of prolixity 
and indistinctness, though the Intricacy of the subject and the 
contradictory accounts of the authorities may serve as a mfiv 
cirnt excuse for him u will M for his predecessors Mr. 
Ho worth has devoted an indomitable patience and extensive 
research to the elucidation of the devious history of the 
numerous clam and families that make up the Mongol rae ■ 
and his work p the result of a relentless ransacking of all pre¬ 
ceding authorities,, wilt necessarily serve as the basis of every 
future inquiry. It however, an impossible book to skim, 
and not an easy one to mister, even to a determined student. 
Mr. Ho worth's long familiarity with hit subject makes him a 
little ineonsirk-rate toward* hii reader*' ignorance, mod the ease 
with which he Iravews the pathless steppes in which his Mon¬ 
gols dwell renders him almost supercilious of the vagaries of 
thoee who essay to follow him. The complexity of the subject, 
moreover, has given occasion fur certain recti Scat ion & a» further 
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progress in the work rendered ibis or that obscure point more 
intelligibly and these rectifications ire scattered in foot-notes in 
iticb ft manner na not bo be always obvious to the reader's 
attention, lb requires* therefore, no small perseverance to con¬ 
quer the difficulties of Mr. Haworth's bistory, especially as the 
Anther, by an inadvertence tea common among all writers, but 
particularly unfortunate in this instance* has omitted to supply 
either indexes or tables of contents to bis three stout volumes of 
small type, I believe that few students can boast a thorough 
acquaintance with Mr, Howorth’s Hittery of Mongol#, and 
shall make no pxcu&o, therefore, for the appearance of the fol¬ 
lowing brief analysis of the results of a work in which the zeal 
and the patient research of the learned man—now a very rare 
phenomenon*—ire bo conspicuous as I have proved them to be 
by a turns what laborious apprenticeship. 


L The Foundation of the Mongol Empire Jingti Kkrin. 

The history of the Mongol* begins practically with the great 
conqueror Jingis Khan, There ana many tradition a of bift 
ancestors current among bis biographers, but, as in the cane of 
many another man of unexpected fame, hi a pedigree has been 
elaborated rather on the ground of natural propriety than of 
fact: The traditions about Jingta Klidn k s predecessors come 
partly from the imagination of the Lamas, who looked to hLa 
family for promotion, and partly from the copious traditional 
resources of the Turks, whom the Mongols subdued* and turned 
their folk-hire as wull as their arms to their own proper service. 
All that can safely be said about the early history of the Mon¬ 
gols is that they were a elan among dans, a member of a great 
nomad confederacy that ranged the country north of the desert 
of Gobi in search of water and pasture ; who spent their lives in 
hunting and the breeding of cattle* lived on flesh and sour milk 
fkuuu>), and smidv their profit by bartering hides and beasts 
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with their kinsmen the KlsitwiJ', or with th# Turks aisJ 
Chinese, to whom they owed allegiance. The name Mongol 
was not known abroad until the tcntl. century, and pro¬ 
bably came to be applied to the whole group of elan, only 
when the chief of a particular clan bearing that name 
acquired an ascendancy over the rest of the confederacy, and 
gave to the greater the name of the less- If not the founder 
of the supremacy of hi. clan, Yissugei was ■ notable main¬ 
tain of it, and it was probably he who first asserted the 
independence of the Mongol* from Chinese rule. In spite, how¬ 
ever, of conquest and annexation, the people who owned the 
sovereign tv of Yissugei numbered only forty thousand tents. 
Yet it was upon this foundation that Yi»ugei's Jingia 
Khan— -patrU fort U fit iw/orfior-huilt up in twenty year* the 
widest empire the world has ever ■**. died in 

1175 a.E . and Temujin his son, a child of thirteen years, and 
„ot yet called by the high title of Jingia Khan, ruled in bis 
stead over the tribes that wandered by the bants of the Onon. 

A detailed chronicle of the career of conquest inaugurated by 
this Asiatic Alexander is no part of the present purpose. [See 
Ho worth 1. 19—115.] It ie sufficient to say that after thirty 
years of struggle against home-foes, in which he succeeded in 
"firmly establishing his authority over Id* own and the neigh¬ 
bouring clam, in fane of powerful treacherous conspiracies, 
Temujin found himself free to devote tbe twenty year* that 
remained of his life to wider and more ambitious designs. 
Having reduced all the tribes north of the desert of Gobi, from 
the Irtish to the Khinggsn Mountains, and Wing incorporated 
among his subject, the Remit. [H. i. 5HM»], who had for¬ 
feited their independence by the treachery of their king, Wang 
Khan (the Prater John of European fable, and an old bnt per¬ 
fidious ally of Yissugei and his wmj, Temujin summoned, in 
|20ti, i KuriUai or Diet of the chiefs of all the tribes; and a 
or priest, announced to the a^mbled noble, that a

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higher title thin belonged to others bad been decreed by Heaven 
to Temnjin, and henceforward hi# name should be Jingis (or 
Chinghia) Kh£n K ' the Very Mightj King/ Thus at the age 
of forty -four did Jingis begin hie actual undisputed reign- 
Three jean later, after receiving the sub mission of the Uighurs, 
he began his invasion of China* and though it vat reserved for 
his grandson to complete the subjugation of the Celestial 
Empire, a great part of the northern provinces, the ancient 
kingdom of Llau-tung, and the Tan gut Kingdom of Hi*, were 
added f u .subject provinces or feudatory states, to the Mongol 
dominions during the great Khan’s own lifetime- The neat 
obstacle in the path to universal aovemgntj was the old Turkish 
kingdom of Kar*'l£hitai, which corresponded .nearly to the 
modem limits of Eastern Turkestan* and was ruled by a line of 
kings called Gor-Khans, who exacted homage from the border 
states of Persia and Tran w liana. Jingis and hi* horsemen, 
however, instead of paying homage, speedily rode down idl 
resistance, and soon found themselves masters of Kashghar t 
Khoten* and Yarkand, with the rest of the territory of the 
trur-KhanSv The Mongol domimOBs now marched with the 
wide kingdom which had recently been spread out by the 
Kbuwirem Shah ; and this* therefore, became the next object 
of attack mod the neat example of the futility of resistance. 
The Mongol armies, divided iato several immense brigade, 
•wept over JThn warrant, KhorisAn* and Afghanistan, on the 
one hand, and on the other over Adharbijin, Georgia and 
southern Rutaii, whilst a third divuion continued the redue- 
tion of China. In the midat of these diverging streams of 
conquest, Jingis Khan died, in 1227, at the age of sixty-four. 
The territory he and his sons bad conquered stretched from 
tbs Yellow Bern to the Crimea, from the Baikal Lake to 
Merv, and included lands or tribes wrung from the rule of 
Chinese* Tmognts, Afghans, Persian*, and Turks. 
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ii. jpipiriofi of the Mpngal Empire. 

It ww the habit rtf a Mongol chief to distribute the elans 
over which he had ruled as appanage, among hi. »m j and 
tbi. tribal rather than territorial distribution obtained in tha 
d i vision of the empire among the son* ofJingi*. The in befitin« 
of the chiefdom over a tribe of nomads, Ln.leid of a definite 
territory, adds to the difficulty of obtaining a clear view of 
the subsequent history of the descendant!) of Jingia. But 
beside, thu con »{fli rations arising from a moveable inheritance, 
the large number of dynasties belonging to this family reader* 
a continuous study of the whole impossible; and we find our- 
■elves obliged to follow a dozen different lines of rulers, reigning 
at the same time in widely scattered parts of the Mongol 
empire, but all alike tracing their origin to the great Jingis 
Khan. To arrange thcae various lines in a comprehensible order 
is the task 1 have set before me* Jingia not only appointed 
a special appanage of tribe* in certain loosely defined camping- 
grounds to each son. but nominated also a successor to him¬ 
self in the supreme Khanate. Beginning therefore with the 
line, of ffAoJtaanr, or supreme iusemin. over all the other 
Mongol chief*, the following order Mcim the natural one: 

1. The line of Gfotai. ruling the tribes o« Zutigaria; Eha- 

kaant, till their eitinetiou by the family of Tului. 

2. The line of TuJui, ruling the home clans of Mongolistan ; 

Khakaan* after QgotaT. line, down to the Mancha 
iuprem^J. 

3. The Persian branch of the fins of Tului ; Hulagu and his 

■accessors, the llkhaos of Persia. 

4. The line ofJvji. ruling the Turkish Tribes of the Khinate 

of Kipchak ; the Khin. of the Golden and White 
Hordes, with the sequel, the Khanate of Astrakhan, 
and the offshoots, the Khanates of Karan, Ksrimof, 
and Krim ; and finally the Khan* of Khiva and 
Bukhara- 
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5. hue of ruling 2d a-wara-n-nabr, or Tran*- 

cniana. 

Besides these, lew important appanage* were allotted to 
Jingis K bun's brothers. China and Persia were regarded a*? 
provinces* not great Khanates, at the death of Jingie- but China 
soon became the head-quart*-r* of the line of Ttilul, and Persia 
was ere long ruled by a younger branch of the same. 


im. XifUf of Qgotai .-—Appanage, Zungaria* (1227—1301) ; 

Supreme Kh&kaans (1227—1248); preUtidcre- to 
the Khakaanaie (1257—1301 ) a [H. L 116—ISO.] 

Bj the will of Jingis, Ogotai beside* receiving his appanage 
in Zunganawan appointed to succeed to the supreme authority ; 
and it Is a singular testimony to the reverence in which the 
intent ions of the great founder of Mongol power were held that 
Ogtitai* although neither the eldest nor the most capable of the 
sons of JlDjgifg was suffered quietly to assume the sovereignty over 
all the chiefs of the family and tributaries, and received their 
loyal homage at the general Diet held in a t d. 1229, His reign 
waa marked by a considerable extension of the Mongol dominion*. 
The Km empire, or northern half of China* which had only been 
paitidily reduced in the lifetime of Jingie, was now (1234) 
entirely Subdued t {the southern half, or Sung empire, resisted 
the invaders till the time of KbuLM.) Corea was anneied 
(1241)- The gallant and unfortunate JeJU^d-deen, eon of the 
late Khuwdream Shnh Mohammad, wag hunted through the 
wide territory which had once owned his father's rule, until at

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length he perished miserably by the hand of an aMAsrin. A 
great ezpedftion into Europe conducted by Hutu, son of 
Juji; the Mongol* entered Moscow and Novgorod, penetrated 
to Hungary, burned Cracow, and laid siege to Pesth, The 
opportune death of Ogotai, calling for a general assemble of the 
family, and a reverse sustained at LtegniU at the hand of the 
Grand Duke of Austria, saved Europe- Meanwhile the internal 
affairs of the empire were organised and ably administered 
under the wise and just rule of the prime minister Ydiu Chutu>, 
a Khitao, who did much to restore order and security to the 
provinces, in apite of the incapacity of his imperial master, who 
was given over to the prevailing Mongol vice of habitual 
drunkenness* 

Ogotai’s death in ad. U41 (* a. 639) was followed by an 
interregnum of several years, during which his widow JbraArinn 
governed the empire ns regent for her eldest son Kuj uk, until 
he should return from Europe, where he had been distinguish¬ 
ing himself in the invasion of Hungary under his cousin Batu- 
Of Ogotai‘a five sons, Kuchu had been designed for his successor, 
but, he dying before his father, Kudin’s sou Shiramun was 
nominated heir. Turakina’s influence, however, was supreme 
after the death of Ogotai, and she used it in favour of A\v»*. 
who received a summons in Hungary and presently returned l 
Karakorum, and was elected Khakaan by a general Kijnltai 
1246, attended by most of the chiefs of the family, eieept the 
sons of Juji, who were dissatisfied with the succession and 
caused themselves, . Kuyuk restored the tranquillity which 
had been disturbed during the rule of his mother, and armies 
were now despatched to continue the work of ^tension in China 
kini EVrsia, 

Kuyuk was the only member of the f.mily of Ogotai who 
succeeded to the supreme throne, and on his death m 124ft the 
empire passed to the line of Tului, and neither Kuyuk's son*, nor 
any of his brothers, succeeded him. Under the first Khakaan of 
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the new line, the family of OgoUi offered no opposition to their 
dethronement; but when Mangu died and Khubilai «u elected 
to the sovereignty by an informal Diet held in China, the dis¬ 
content of Ogotai’s descendants manifested itself in immediate 
and genera] revolt, and a series of disastrous campaigns ensued. 
[11. i. 173—186.] Aoufit, the sou of £uhi, the son of Ogotai, 
asserted the right of the descendants of Jiugis’s heir to sit on 
Jingts’s throne. He was supported by his own tribes,—the 
original appanage of Ogotai in Zangaria, which, of course, was 
not forfeited by the loss of the Khikaanship,—and also by the 
armies of Jagmtai's Khanate by the Oius, who did him homage 
" ti» legitimate representative of J mgis. Against this con- 
fedency the house of Tului were able to lead the home-tribes of 
the old Mongol country, (the appanage of Tidni), who had 
grown invincible in war by constant practise in KhubLLai’s 
Chinese campaigns, and were moreover the flower of the Mongol 
armies in the days of Jingis. He sons of Tulsi were also aup- 
poited by tha house of Juji in Kipehak, in the rear of Ogetai's 
appanage. Kaidu fought no fewer than forty-one battles with 
the supporters of Tului on the cast, and fifteen with their Kip- 
chak allies on tha west; but the struggle was unequal, and soon 
alter Kaidu. death {.bout 701=1301) the family of Ogotai 
did homage to the line of Tului• their clan, were dispersed 
among the tribes of T ran soil an* md Kipehak, and their chiefs 
lived in obscurity under the rule of the Jagatai Khnna. Once 
and again, in a period of confusion, some representative of 
Ogotai's house was rui^-d to the throne of Trtnsoxiaoa 
(p. mil) ; and it was thy fancy of the great Timur to bring 
again to light the heir, of the heir of Jingis hy wetting up 
Suyurghatmiih and his son Mahmood in the stead of the deposed 
house of Jagatai; hut thi. waa only . fictitious revival, and 
them two rrfr/W^f. cannot he said to represent the original 
Khakaans of whom Kuyuk was ihe last m this family.

Man®u t the sou of Tului, owed his accession partly to Ilia 
personal reputation as a warrior and genera], and partly to the 
adherence of his own clans—the numerous tribe* of Mongolia 
proper, the nucleus of the Mongol armies under Jingi*. which 
formed the appanage of Tului and hit house. Id 1251 his in¬ 
auguration took place, and in 1257 he died- Tlet in thi^ short 
reign there was room for the begin ning of two important changes. 
Manga kept hiB court at the usual capital Karakorum, north of 
the desert of Gobi, and appointed his brother Khubilai governor 
of the southern province*: this was the beginning of the transfer 
of the seat of government from Karakoram to Peking. The 
other change was the despatch of another brother, MuUgtt, to 
Persia, where in place of the shifting rule of provincial governors 
he established his own dynasty, and thus Persia now possessed 
a line of kings of the royal house of Jingisp like the other great 
divisions of the Mongol empire. 

The death of Manga in 1257 was the signal for a general 
struggle [H + l 21G ff.] The house of Ogotsi laid claim to 
the supreme sovereignty, » has been laid; and Ankbuka, a bro¬ 
ther of Manga and Khubilai* was the candidate in the Mongol 
homeland. Khubilai was saluted Khakian by the chid* of the 
army in China; Arikbuka wai elected by another Diet at Kan* 
koruin j and Ksidu received the like title and homage from the 
tribes of GgdUi and Jagatai further west Jujfi hoc in Kipchak 
did not attempt to gain the Khakiacship, bat supported the 
house of TiduL The fine generalahip, large resource*, and wide 
persona] popularity of Xhubiki— Mart* Folo + i 41 Great Kl.iu N 
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ami Coleridge 1 * Kubta Khan—carried him safely through these 
early complications. Arikbuka was speedily routed, and Kaidu 
■Avma. kept at a distance, though he did not cease from troubling 
till after Khubilais death. 

The Khakaaus of the blood of Jingis now became a Chinese 
dynasty By 1280* Klmhilai bad conquered the southern or 
Sung empire of China, and, having t hus united the whole country 
under hie sole rute t tlied hia court at Khan Bahgh {Carnbaluk)* 
or the 41 City of the Khan,’ 1 now called Peking; and the aid 
capital Karakorum, though still his, became a provincial centre. 
This remained the case during the Erst of the three periods into 
which the history of the descendants of Kbubilai may be 
divided. This Jfrrf period include* the century which dapwd 
between the founding of the Mongol empire in China by Khu- 
bilai ami the expulsion of the invader* under his tenth (utffanor, 
Toghon-Timur (I^70) + [H. i 281—3*0*] The Mongol Kba- 
kaarLS of tbit period are known in Chixw&o annals an the Yman 
Dynasty.. With what sumptuous glory this dynasty began we 
know from Mareo Polo: the causes of its decay—the extra¬ 
vagance of the court, the favouritism of the Lama*, the poverty 
and sickness of the people, the plagues and famines, earthquakes 
and other 1 signs "-—may he read in Mr. Haworth's History. 
The attempts of various pretenders were crowned by the suc¬ 
cessful attack of Chu Yuen Chang, prince of U, the founder of 
the Ming Dynasty, who assumed the royal title and seised 
Peking in 13GS. In two years China was rid of the Mongols; 
and thy most prosperous period of the history of the Khakanna 
was over. 

The freond 1 period extends from the expulsion from China to 
the temporary revival under Pay an Khan (1370—1513). 
[II. L ^LO—376,] Tina is the time of the Dimuutked Empire t 
when the Mongols were confined to the stepper from which they 
first wsnt forth to conquer, the camping grounds by the rivers 
Kerubn and Orion, north of the dissert of Gobi. Even here 
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they were not absolutely independent. The Ming ttwiei *ur- 
prised the fugitive Mongols by the Like Buyur full of 
memories of Jingis-and totally routed them, capturing 80,000 
prison*™, lifting 150,000 head of cattle (the only soure.. of 
wealth in the steppes), and carrying off in immense booty. 
This defeat effectually tamed the spirit of the Khikaans, 
SB premc cow in came alone; and they became actual nwh 
of the Ming emperors, who appointed the rulers of the tribe* 
by patents drawn up in Peking. In the 15th century a won* 
thing happened to them; many of the elans became for a while 
subject to the Uinta. Bet at the end of the same century 
Dayan Shin, the fourteenth Kbakian in succession from 
. Toghon-Timur, effected a temporary union among the scattered 
tribes, and organized them Sc certain group*. The gradual 
relaxation of the Ming authority beyond the Great Wall had 
been followed by a general driftmgdmck of the Mongols from 
the country north of Gobi, to which they had been dnven to 
the tracts south of the desert, between it and the Great Wailof 
China. This is now the land of the Chatham [K. i, 384^-3*. ] 
and the Forty-Nine Banners [H. i.39S 452], who ^seall 

the tribe* south and south-east of the desert ; whilst north of 
the desert* in the homeland of the Mongol race, dwell the 
Khalbaa [H. L 466-496]. The Chakbars, Khnlkas,and the 
various tribes incorporated in the Chine* military o^ciaatmn 
of the Forty-Nine Banner.. - the Nunma or‘Children of 
Light,' the original Mongol tribes who wont conquering wit 
Jingis, v ( , carried to China by Kbubilai, driven bank toKma- 
komm under Toghon-Timur, and again were spreading out and 
strengthening in the day. of Chinas weak™. 
however, are not those which they bore m the t,n» of imgis. 
but were probably adopted from local about the 

time of Darin Khdn’s organization, since wbeo they have not 
material changed- The organisation ecuusUd ,n groupmg 
them in large brigades, called Tumens.

not included in the preceding Tumeiw, and all ruled by 
descendants of Juji Khuur, a brother of Jingii. One tribe, 
the Ongninghods, atill acknowledged the line of Temujiu UUu- 
ken, another brother of Jiflgil, who had received in appanage 
among the tribe* of the -extreme east. With thia temporary 
reunion p and the death of it* author Dayan Khan in l&tt the 
second period end*.

uninteresting u the history of the Scottish clans* 

v. The Persian Branch of the Line of lUw*:— Appanage, 
Penns; Dynasty of the IlkbnOJ. or House of Hu- 
Lagu. (654—750= 1256—1349). 

It was in the reign of Mangu that Persia, after suffering 
the misrule of governors appointed by the Khakasus of Kara¬ 
korum, was green a royal dynasty for itself in the House of 
Hnlagn, called that of the Ilkbdns, or provincial Khans, to 
indicate the homage they owed, and invariably acknowledged, 
very cheaply, to the Khskaani of Mongolia and China. Hulagu 
had little difficulty in establishing his authority oner the country 
allotted to him. The ambitious Sh*h of Khnwiream whom 
Jiugis had defeated had already cleared the way by comper¬ 
ing the better part of Persia, and there were no formidable 
opponents to meet Hulagu speedily drove before him the small 
prince- who were trying to build their little dynasties on the 
ruins of the great empire of Khuwditzm; came to Baghdad anJ 
cruelly murdered El-Mista^i®, the feeble representative of 
the 'Abbaire Kbaleefehs; and discovered no serious obstacle in 
hia path till he was checked in Syria by the valiant Memlwire 
of Eg) ft, who kept him successfully at arm's length- Hulagu 
was now master of all the provioere of Persia and Asia Minor 
from India to the Mediterranean. H i» dominions marched with 
those of Jigatai and Jnji on the north, and with the territory 
of the Egyptian Sultans on the south ; and within three limits 
for nearly a century hi. dynasty reigned in practical inde¬ 
pendence’ whilst rendering a certain feudal homage to the 
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remote Ehskaan £n China. The history of the llkhans presents 
little difficulty to the student, except id the last Wu ycitrt. 
B*ye for an occarirmal contest over the succession, the country 
w*e Quietly and pti^blj governed, and the Ifkbtins showed ^ 
praise worthj desire to emulate the examples of earlier ruler* of 
Persia Ln the encouragement of stiencR and letter*. 

In the reign of Aboo-Sa’eed, however, the dynasty was 
undermined by the same causes which had previcmHlv de¬ 
stroyed the power of the Khadeefehs and the Seljooks, and 
were destined soon to bring about the downfall of the Mem looks 
in Egypt. JUital Ar*rrrt n generals, ministerE, fanatics, began to 
take a large share in the government of the country, md in 
their jealouide* and animosities lay the prime danger of the 
Hkbina Aboo-Sa’eed died without making an effort to cut 
at the root of the influences which were undermining the 
authority of hi* dynasty, hut on the contrary declaring thst 
there was no one left of the line of Hulagu worthy to reign. 
After his death the throne of Persia became the toadstool on 
which the puppet severe] go a setup by rival ameers seabed them- 
pelves only to find it crumbling beneath them. Two great houses 
tore Pensia in sunder: that of AmeerCbtiimn P a favourite general 
of Gbirim and of his successors; and that of Ameer Hotevn 
the Jtlair, also called the llkhankn. Each of these had a ^n 
named Hasan, distinguished by the epithets Grmt and Little; 
the son of Cbupku was Ameer Hasan Kuchuk or the Little 
and the son of the Ilk banian was Ameer ttheykh Basan Buzur^ 
or the Great Their power was almost immediately felt. Arpa 
Khin p a descendant not of Hulagu but of Arikbuka his brother, 
was placed on the throne after Aboo-lSaWs death, hot was 
deposed the tame year (> H. 7aC=*jU&%) by Mocrn p who drew 
his pedigree from Hulagu by way of Baidu the *.xth Jlkhin. 
Moosa was quickly displaced by Mohammad, the nominee of 
the Greater Hm*h p whose rival of the line of Chupin presently 
set up an opposition in the ttrervigirty i* the J1WMn of Satb 
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[tpg.a nieter of Abw^SVeed. wb» bad been the wife of Chopin, 
then of Arp*, and wu finally married to Suleyman, «ho **P 
planlcd her in the luprtnntji at lent iti name. (p*

Mr. Howorth entitles the chapter (iL IV.) which deal* with 
this intricate period thr Min if and it will be well to 

recapitulate the various branches of Juji'a house from which 
candidates for the Golden K bin ate might spring, on -the 
extinction of Bsiu'a line. North and south, in Great Bulgaria 
and the Krim, ruled the numerous progeny of Tuka-Titaur. 
South also, by the Caucasus, camping along the Terek and 
Kumn, were the descendants of Berdte. East of the Great 
Khanate was the White Horde with its chiefs of the family 
of Orda; and also east, but further north, were the Uxbeg tribes 
of Sheybau^s leading \ whilst along the northern shore of the 
Caspian the flam of Xogai pastured their herd*. 

Fourteen Khans of one or other of these families reigned in 
Kipchnk during this obscure period of twenty years |H* ii- 
195—216]* Most of them struck coins, and struck them at 
the name minis, and it is evident that there must often hate 
been two or three Khans ruling contemporaneously in one part 
Or another, and alternately seizing, and being expelled from, the 
capital city. The coinage [almost the only historical evidence 
wl possess at this period) of Kildtbeg, for example, overlaps 
that uf Murid,. Fulad and p Azecz are overlapped by 'Abd-Allah, 
and Khaghan-Beg by Mohammad Rulak* The lineage of most 
of these Khans is wrapped in complete dark ness* The Khizr 
Khan who appear* upon the scene first after the extinction of 
itatu'a house ia believed to be of Sbeyhfto'e line, and to the same 
stock certainty belonged Putad, lII-an, Kkaghan, and perhaps 
Tulnn-Beg. On the other head, Mumi, a member of the Ncg» 
branch* hail assumed the function of king-maker in favour of a 
separata line of K han^, most of whom bore the title Kbojah : and 
these Mr. Howorth now believe to have belonged to Orda*s stock, 
and not (as stated in his Hittory} to that of Tuka-Tinmre 
In the miiUt of conjecture and obscurity, [ venture to hazard the 
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subjoined scheme of contemporary Khans during the twenty 
years succeeding Burdibcg's death. To fx plain the grounds 
upon which it founded would occupy more *pace than can 
be spared j but an investigation of Mr, Iloworth's laborious 
collect ion of nil obtainable facts on the subject will probably 
dear up any doubt* u to the reasons which have guided me. 
Mr. I So worth himself doe* not attempt to draw up a connected 
list 3 and the extremely scanty ground* for any such list justify 
his reticence. At the fame time T believe a careful study uf 
the coins will give #ume strength to the hypothesis of con¬ 
tinuous lines of at least two families set forth in the following

from Mr. Hu worlds arrange rum I which how ever is put forward 
ni su tfcfgif ItPfT a luaiifier^by reason of the nhFCOrity of the period, 
tliat it is possible the author himself dvr* not lay great strewn 
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upon every detail Kildibeg (whom m «pite of Mr. Howorth h s 
reasoning [iL IS L] I tin not identify wiLb KnW), may have 
been a son or pretended son of Janibeg, like HEtiltia and 
Nunubeg : for the attribution, of both ’Axeez and Kjldibeg to 
Tuba-Timur'i line is merely conjectural. The Hasan who 
ioiffd Bern I in 708, and exactly fills the gap indicated by a 
rUi- in the Sheyban line between Pdad and Tulun-beg, ought 
to belong to 3 hey ban's family; but Mr. Haworth's argument 
[ii. 207, 3G] in favour of his being the father of Ulugh 
Mohammad and a descendant of Tuka-Timur appears to me 
too ititidg to be thrown over in favour of the convenience of a 
theory. He was apparently Khan of Great Bulgaria, whence 
he wu driver iq 76S t only to ache Bern! on the death uf Pulad p 
aud reign Khun of the Golden Hurds till about 772, after 
which he rooccupied bit former Khauatc. 

In 780* when both the principal lines of the preceding table 
came to an end, the sovereignty of the Golden Horde passed 
into the family of Orda id the person of Toktaxniih, who con¬ 
quered Mimai and his profey r Mob am mad Bulak, aud pre¬ 
sumably drove away "Arab Sbsb, unless, as appears probable, 
the latter'i coinage in Kipehak merely indicates a temporary 
iu vision,

White Hofde (Ak Grdm), (a colour which ranked higher than 
the Blae r ) in diatinotion from th* right wing, Batu’s tribe*, 
which were designated the Blue Horde (Kok OH a) in token 
of imaginary dependence. Living in the Far-away steppes 
Lh-ynml the Caspian, the White Horde soon yielded the palm 
to [ta Blue brethren on the fton and Volga j but in it* rough 
wintry life it retained * vigour and hardihood which eventually 
placed its rulers on the throne of the mote civilised and decayed 
descendants of Haiu. 

Of the earlier mien of the White Horde little ii known, 
Orda. Kuehi, Bay an p Huibuka, and Ebisan T passed the Khknale 
regularly from father to son j and the only noticeable fact is 
the poHeation by Kuchi of a territory at Ghaznrh and Bacniau 
[H. ii. 2M>] under the suzerainty of either the Jagatai Khans 
or the llkhioi of Perails f° r the frontier between the two 
dynasties v U a matter of frequent dispute. Ebiaan was 
followed by hi* brother Mubarak Khojah, the first of the 
rulers qf "the White Horde who is known to have issued a 
coin i it was struck at Sighnak in 720 or 7-It9, A. II. It seems 
probable that the fire Khans (three of whom bore the title of 
Khojah) who ruled in Kipchak during the first period of ritaj 
families were descendants of MubArak Khojsh. ChimLai, 
ion of Ebiaan mccvedrd bis uncle, and ChimtaTs son Pmi 
Khan ia the first chief of Orda * line who ]Ktues»ci any indi¬ 
viduality in the history or the White Horde. He had the 
distinction of defeating the troops of Timur more than once, 
Timur in his overbearing Fashion had appointed to I he sovereignly 
of the tribes of Jojs's appanage a memW of Onla'a family, 
Toktaniish [IL ii. 222], whose father h?id brm killed and lie 
.himself eiiled Hy Uru* Khun, A misled bj the troops supplied 
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by Timur to carry Iris nomination into effect,, Toktarnish 
sustained several repulses at the hinds of Uros* and it w r a» not 
till after the death of this Khun and the short reign of Toktakh 
his son that Toktamish was able to wrust the command of the 
White Horde From another son of Uru* r Timur Melik. 

Tokburnish [B. ii + 225—259] is "the last really great figure 
in the history of the Golden Horde,' After seizing the throne 
of the White Hernia he marched upon Western Kipchak, de¬ 
feated Mamai, the king-maker of Serai, and by this victory 
in 7SQ^137& [H. ii 2IG, 22tf] put an end to the dm*ion 
between the White and the Blue Hordes, and united Eastern 
and Western Kipehak under his sole rule. Henceforward 
Orda T s family p the original chiefs of the White Horde, tit 
in the seats of Batumi house and rule the Blue Horde, bringing 
no doubt the cream of the White Horde with them \ and their 
original camping-grounds gradually paos into the bauds of the 
descendants of Stay ban* Under Toktarnish the Golden Horde 
recovered much of the prestige which the twenty jean of 
rival families had weakened. A great campaign was carried 
into Russia, Moscow was Backed and burnt (13*2), and the 
Grand Principality was ravaged with the ancient fury of the 
Mongols [H. il 22ft—22S]* This revival of the glory of 
Kipehak* however, was only the Bicker of a dying torch. 
Tektarnish had the misfortune or the ingratitude to quarrel 
with the prince, who had helped him to hie success - and no 
one offended Timur with impunity. The great conqueror in 
two campaigns one marked by the battle of Urtupa on 
the ISth June 1391, and the second by a crtanbing defeat 
near the Terek in 1395* when Toktamh-h had returned 
From exile* destroyed for ever the power of the Khans of 
Kipehak. [H, ii. 2*G—SUt, 251—238]. Toktamiih indeed 
re-entered Sera] in 139H F after Timur's -departure, but he was 
speedily driven out aj*ain by Timur Kutlugh, sou of his old 
enemy, Urns, and first of the Khans of the Golden Horde 
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during the succmling period of dffcliuP- Toktam 1^1 took 
rvfuge with the Lithuanian prince Vitut, whom he invoked 
in war with the Tatars; and finally died in 140& [H. it. 

202}. There is a difference of opinion among the authorities 
as to the lineage of TokUmieh : some trace him to Orda, others 
to Tuha-Timur. Hr. Howorth (ii. 225) inclines to the latter 
view, and argues that Toktarnish could hardly have belonged 
to the family of Orda, because he was constantly waging war 
against it in the persons of Urns, Timur Mehh, and 
Timur Kutlugh. This, however, is easily eiplained by the 
circumstance that Uni* hilled Toll Kliojsh, the father of 
Tckt&mieh. Hostility to Urns and his family doc# not csclude 
the idea of kinship: indeed such rivalry ia the more compre¬ 
hensible between two branches of the same house. There it, 
moreover, a difficulty in understanding why Tuli Khojah, 
as a descendant of Tuka-Timur, should be an obstacle in the 
path of Urua Khan’s ambition [H. «. 221], and thus require to 
be put out of the way ; or, indeed, why Tuli Khojah and hta 
son Toktamiah should be at the ords of Tim# at all, instead of 
among Tuka Timur'a posterity in Great Bulgaria or the Krim. 
All these difficulties disappear if we regard Tuli Khojah as 
a rival chief of Orda’a family, perhaps * grandson of that 
Mubarak Khojah who was succeeded not by his own sons but 
bv his nephew, Chimtai, father of Urus, It seems to me clear 
that Toktamish must have been a member of the White Horde, 
from which he was banished, to which he laid siege, which he 
finally ruled and led.to conquest in the west; and I am glad 
to find that a note of Mr. Howorth'a [ii. 1073} suggest* the 
inwsibility of his conversion to the same opinion,* 

The period succeeding the overthrow of Toktamish is one of 
the most obscure in the labyrinth of dark passages which the 
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history of the Golden Horde afford* * Iu the intern! between 
Timur's two victories over Tok tarnish «vmd chiefs of Kip- 
chak appear to have assumed sovereign rights and issued Mini, 
One of these, Beg Pulad, teems to Imve established some 
authority [H + ii, 249] P whilst Ta*h-Timur, apparently a brother of 
Ulugh Mohammad and a descendant of Tuka-Timur [H. ii. 449]i 
struck coins bearing his name conjoint with that of Tok tarnish. 
[H. ii r 259]- The second mwon of Timur drove away these 
chiefs, and bee w for ward, j ust at in the period succeeding the ex¬ 
tinction of Batu’s hoc, we find the history is made up of the long 
struggles of Eiml Fhmiiiet for the throne. There were at least 
three distinct sets of candidates for the decayed Kbauship: on 
the one hand^ the family of Urus Khiii, supported by theNogm 
chief Jdikn, the second king-maker of Kipchik \ side by side 
with these were the sons of Toktamisb, who* however, did not 
begin to assert themselves till after their father's death* in 
a_n. L4O0 ■ and third, some younger member* of the Family of 
Sbcjhan, To the first class belonged Timur Kutiugh, Shadi- 
beg. and Fnlad,* ill grandsons of Urui k Inin; Timur, son of 
Timur Kutiugh, a certain Cbekre, presumably a relation, and 
Ghiykth-cd-d«n + son or Shadibeg. Even among these the 
date* as* established by the coins overlap, and Timur seems 
to have reigned contemporaneously with Pulad. Parallel 
with these Khans of the family of Urns, but beginning 
later, four sons of the rival branch of Toktamish* but still 
descendants of Orda, successively held some portion nf the 
Khinate, and issued coins,—Jdal-ed-dccn, Kerimberdi, Kibak, 
and Jebba/berdL Of the family of Bheyban, Dervish Khdn, 
son of Hijji Muhammad, struck coins from aAt. SOS to SIS, 
and probably reigned till 622, and his. brother, Sejyid Ahmad,

An interruption* however, Tory shortly occmred in the invasion 
of Bo rat Khan. It must he stated that after the downfall 
of Toktamish, Timur Ku thigh only acquired the throne of 
Western Kipchak* and another member of the family of 0rda p 
Koirijalc T succeeded to the eastern portion of Toktamishk 
dominions* the camping-grounds of the White Horde, Orda'i 
original appanage. Here hi* #on Bonk followed him [H. iL 
25®, 273-4, 1075], and in 827 invaded Kipchak and defeated 
Kuehuk Mohammad, without, however, destroying all bis 
power. Being called away to affairs on bis eastern frontier* 
Burak's place- appears to bate been filled by Dcvlctberdi 
[H. ii. 274, 449]. a aon of Tub-Timur (of the line of Tuka- 
Timur), who divided Western Kipchab with Euehuk 
mad Bonk returning drove away DovletberdL, and was in 
turn defeated and killed by Kuchuk Mohammad (831=1428), 
who now began hia actual reign. Borak was the last of Orda’s 
line to rule in Orda's origiaal appanage of the White Horde. 
Hi* descendant* were superseded by the family of Shcjban, 
notably Abu-UKhejT p and migrated further emit and became 
chiefs of the Kazaks- At the time of Tiirka, who died in 
17 L8, the present division of the Kazaks into the Great, 
Middle, and Little Hordes, was organizcd, since when they 
have become more or leas subject to Russia [H, iL 627—G85], 
Meanwhile the family of Kuchub Mohammad brought the 
history of the Golden Horde to its dose. An attempt on the pan 
uf Ulugh Mohammad, the Khstn of Great Bulgaria* of the race 
of Tuka-Tmiur, to conquer the Kipchak Kliflhuk 1 was accum*

the Krim (see pp. xxxiv, xxxv), With this exception the house 
of TCuchuk Mohammad, i. #. of Qrda* held the dying Khanate 
of the Golden Horde down to the time of its absorption hy

The following table will give a clearer idea of this confused 
period of contemporary Khans of rival families. It must be 
remarked that the rival KLana not only ruled simultaneously in 
Kipchak, but held the name cities in the same years, The 
history of Serai and other large towns must have been the 
record of continual sieges and recaptures. In the earlier 
period of rival families (see p. XXv) tin* case was the same* and 
in that period the constant alternation of Khans is well 
illustrated by thu coins in the National Collection: as when wo 
find Berdibcg* Kuht&, Nurux, and Khizr, all striking coins at 
Ank in 700 ; and Khixr* Timur Khoj&h, the anonymous 
Urdu Melik, and Kildibeg, all issuing coins at New Seri! in 
762- The coins of the second period of rival families, sa re¬ 
presented in the British Museum, are unfortunately to a large 
degme deficient in dates; but the number of Khans who struck 
in the same year at the same mint may be seen In the valuable 
numismatic summaries which Mr. Ho worth judiciously appends 
to his account of each Khan. A still wider generalization may 
be looked for in ST. GrigoricETs forthcoming treatise in the 
Nvmiittt&ta OrimfaUo, 


SECOND PERIOD OF RIVAL FAMILIES. 
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This i- the end of the Golden Horde. Henceforth the 
history degenerate* into the petty annals of it* scattered 
fragment*. Of these one done belonged to the family of Onto : 
tbit w*a the direct heir of the great KhAonte of Kipchak, the 
diminished and insignificant KhanaU 0 / Aatrmkkrf n [H. ii* 
g49—362 ] h founded by a grandson of Kucbol Mohammad , 
K&iim, son of Msbmood, in about 1+60,and rained in his 
family until ita abolition in 1554 by the Grand Prince of 
Moscow, who had long held the petty Khlnn in bin power. 
The other fragment* of the Golden Khioafcc fe the linei of 
Krim p Kaz*n p and Kazimof, belong to the bouse of Tuka- 
Timur. 

G r TAe Limo of TtrJta-TVfliar:—Appanage, Great Bulgam, 
and subsequently K rim and Kafi ; occasional 
KhAns of tbe Golden Horde; finally P Khias of 
Karan, Karimof, and Krim* [H« ii + 19ft —216 f

Tultn-Timur wu the youngest son of Juji, and via attached 
to the left (or Orda'i) wing of the Golden Horde* but probably 
had hia own camping-grounds on the Upper Volga, including 
put at least of Great Bulgaria. Almost nothing is known 
of this branch in it* original teals. Mangu-Tiinur (of Batu 1 * 
Hoe) gars Ureng-Tifnur! son of Tnlra-Tinmr, Krim and Kaffa, 
aod the family being thus established north and south of Bata's 
Khanate soon began to interfere in ita dynastic succession. 
We bat* seen how three Ebka of the first period of rival families 
belonged probably to Tubi-Timur'i line, and one of the second 
period. But the ubief importance of this branch is after the 
downfall of the Golden KhAnate* which followed upon Timur's 
invasions* It is tolerably dear that the Hasan, who struck coins 
at Serai a little before the arrival of Toktacniah, w**, both before 
and after uis invasion of Kipehakp ruler of Great Bulgaria, 
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whence he had been eipelled bj the Rwini snd whither hi 
returned quickly, only to he again erpelled by Timur. At thi# 
time be is ipoksn of u ruling conjointly with his eon Moham¬ 
mad, whom Mr. Hownrth, on strong evidence, Identities with 
Ulugh Mohammad* This Ulugh Mohammad vu apparently 
invited to take the throne of Kipchak on the death of Dervish 
Khiin, bat it ii not clear that he ever ruled the Golden Herd* 
[H, ii 1073], and it is certain that bn could not have held it 
for any considerable time, at Ghijntb^ddeen speedily occu¬ 
pied It t and Ulugh Mohammad took refuge with his kinsfolk in 
the K rim. Again ha attempted to seize the Great Khinate after 
Borak's defeat and death at the hands of Kuchuk Mohammad, 
but the latter, niter a long struggle, compromised the contest 
bj assigning the Krim to bia rival (although Tuka-Timur's 
family appear to bare held it, perhaps as vassals, from the days of 
Ureng)* Ulugh Mohammad did not remain long in the Krim* but 
leaving it to bis brother's house betook himself, in 1433, to bis old 
possession of Great Bulgaria, and there revived hit father's (and 
perhaps bia forefathers'} Kbinate, under the title of Rh&nate of 
Kazan [H. Li 363—429], which, no longer overshadowed by the 
Great Khanate on its south, became an independent thorn in 
the ride of the growing Muscovite giant With the death, 
however, of Mohammad Ameen, in 161®, the Muhammadan 
posterity of the founder of Kazan came to an end, and Khini 
of the true faith bad to bo transplanted from the Kazimof, 
Krim t Astrakhan and other stocks* under the auspices of 
Russia, who finally suppressed the K hi nits and appointed a 
Russian governor of Kazan in 1552+ 

When Ulugh was murdered bj bia son Mah- 

moadek, in IM6. two of bis other sons fled to Russia, and after 
some service in the Muscovite army one of these, Kasim, was 
granted the town and district of Qerodeti on the Oka, in the 
division of Kuan* He gave the town his own name, and the 
line of Khans ruling here, and known as the Khan* of Korimof 
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[H. iL 429 — 438],. were used bj Hliml* to play off against 
their powerful neighbour at Kazan, and were allowed to supply 
a couple of Khina to the greater Kh&ns&a on the extinction of 
Ulugh Mohammad i direct Muslim Line. Thia Kh&nabe, which 
newer bad t really independent existence, waa re-absorbed by 
Euwi* in 1678. 

The moat important of the three- Khanates sprung from the 
b ouee of Tuka-Timor was that of the Krim. Ulugh Moham¬ 
mad had a brother (at leaat ao the balance of evidence leans), 
Tiih-Timur, who was once a general under Toktamiah, and 
struck coins in the Kii tn at the time of the second invasion of 
Tiamrdfng, Taah-Timur waa the actual founder of the power** 
Cul dynasty of the jOdw# qf ike KWnt or Crimea [H. ii. 449— 
626], though hi* acn, Hijji Giiai, is generally regarded u the 
init Ehin. The Krim djuitj waa always a vital element in 
the Eaitem Question, and u an outpost of Tnrkej or an aJLj 
of Busies waa an object of the highest consideration on both 
a idea. The history of the long List of Krim Kb ins (cp. t^/ra p 
p. 192} is perhaps the clearest and moat complete section in 
Mr. Howorih'a great work. During the Later phase of tbs 
Khanate its rulers became dependent upon Turkey - and thia 
proved the beginning of their ruin, The inconvenience of 
tbeae violent neighbours was agreed between Hawii and Tur¬ 
key, and the Khanate nf Krim was extinguished by a treaty in 
1783. A lineal descendant of these powerful Khans, one3ul|an 
Krim Girai Katti Gtrai, settled in Edinburgh and married a 
Scottish lady.*

When B*tu invaded Hungary in 1240, hii brother Bbeybin 
iKotspinidi bid, and quitted himself wi wed that Bitu not 
only made him King of Hungary, a title of a tomewhat nominal 
value, but gave him an appanage of certain tribe* north of 
OrsV* Khinate, Sheybau was to camp in rammer from the 
Ural mountains to the riven llek and Irghii, and in winter 
about the 3and* watered by the Sir, Chu, and SarUu [H. fi. 
978]. llie descendant In the ahth generation, Msugu-Timur, 
waa a contemporary of the gmt Kbin Uibeg of the Golden 
Horde, and from him the tiibea of Sheybafi's appanage took 
the name of Uibegv, which has since become famoua On the 
extinction of Batu's line* the family of Sheyban supplied 
several Khina to the Golden Horde (vide supra, pp, is v*, uri). 
Kbirr Kbin and his son Merdud were probably of this stock ; 
Pul ad and llban were doubtless tht aona of Maugu-Ttmur of those 
names; Khaghan-Beg again wt* a son of llban ; and Tulun- 
Beg ia perhaps to be identified with Tanka-beg Knndt, another 
aon of Mangu-Timur. [H. iL 800.] Id the second period of 
rival families, after the overthrow of Toktimisb* the house of 
Sbeyban la represented, in all probability, by Dervish Kbin 
and Seyyid Ahmad, who seem to have been great grandsons 
of Tunka-beg KundL [IL il 9 BO, 273], 

The home-line of Sbeyban [3. iL 8SD—1010] remained in 
the original camping-grounds and assumed the title of Osar* of 
Tiumen, under which they were obeyed otct a great part of 
Siberia. They survived till 1859, when their country was 
occupied by the Kalmuks: hut for some time before this their 
authority had been purely nominal. 

Much more important were the branches descended from 
Pulid, toil of Mango-Timur, and once ruler of the Golden Horde. 
Pulad'a two aona, Ibraheem and 'Arab-Shdh, were respectively

was ton ruled by Mohammad Stieybam, grandson of Abtt-hKheyr, 
who Vld grandson of Ibrabeotn, in 1500, and survives to the 
present day, although General Eanfmann has mad 0 it a Russian 
dependency since i860. 'Arab-Sb&h, the founder of the 
KMoate of Khiva, ia also known as, if not a Khin of the Golden 
Horde, at least a striker of coin* in Kipchak just before the 
in?avion of Toktarnish (tuprd, pp r ut r , xxvL). Hie descendant 
in the fifth generation, Ilbare Ehdn* took forcible possession of 
Traneoxiana and adjacent provinces after Sheyb&ni's death, pro¬ 
bably about 1515 1 and bis posterity remain Ehdns of Khiva at 
the present day, though they have been tributary to Russia 
■incv 1&72. The history and coinage of these Khanates* which 
sprang up on the mini of the empire of Timur* belong to the 
succeeding volume, where tin the fragments into which the 
Ehinaie of Bulthdrd broke when the central power became weak 
will be discussed 

It should bo added that another son of Juji t Teval, was the 
chief of the Fechenegs* camping about the river Bog in 
Southern Russia* and wa* the grandfather of Nogai, who took 
a large part in the affaire of the Golden Horde, but afterwards 
fell out with Toktu and waa driven, along with his tribe*, who 
adopted the name of Eogaia, beyond the Volga, and found 
settlement* between the TJnl and the Yembk The history of 
tbii horde ia vary fragmentary, and their state was peculiarly 
migratory. Thej do not concern the numismatist, hut those 
who desire the fullest obtainable information about them should

The 
actual history of the Transoxine Khdnate appears to hive been 
singularly uneventful, and beyond occasional raids upon the 
disputed border territory of Persia, and not infrequent internal

I it their coinage the Mongols usually adopted the language of 
the people they conquered* Thus the Yuen dynasty in China 
struck coin* with Chinese inscriptions, the llhhins of Persia, 
digital Ehiu* of TraasoiUna, and the X hike a of the Golden 
Horde, ill coming into contact chiefly with Mohammadan 
people*, issued coin* with Arabic inscriptions* Nevertheless, 
the Mongols bad a language and character of their own, and 
thia appears at intervals upon their coins. The number and 
variety of Mongol inscriptions are T however, very Limited, and 
the following remarks w01 enable any numismatist to decipher 
and understand them. The Mongol character (which is formed 
from the Higbur* a corruption of the Syriac introduced by 
the Nestoriam into Central Asia) is usually written in 
perpendicular Sines from the top to thE bottom of the page; 
but on the coins the position of the accompanying Arabic inscrip¬ 
tions compels us to road the Mongol words horizontally from 
right to left (like the Arabic), sod the convenience of printing 
m aka it advisable to follow the tame method here. The alphabet 
subjoined omits variation* indicated merely by points, since such 
■re omitted upon the coins. These variations are the two 
points * which placed over kh turn it into yA, and similarly 
(but beneath) a into #A The only other pointed letter ii the 
(initial and medial) w p and this is sometime* pointed on the coin*. 
In one instance (no. 522) the two dots appear over the yA on 
the coin.

The coinage of the Great-^s&ns is represented here only 
by its Persian issues: the currency ef the Yuen dynasty, in 
Mongol and Chinese,. belonging to the Chinese and not the 
Arabic series,* The earliest coin of the Mongols with Arabia 
inscriptions, and probably their earliest with any inscriptions, 
is that struck at Tides* in the year G42, We know that Tun- 
kina, the empress, who governed the Mongol kirgdonu in tbo 
interval between her husband Ogotai's death in 639 and the 
general Diet which was held in 644 for the election of Kujuk* 
appointed Arghun to the governorship of Persia in the place of 
the former governor Kurgim This coin of 642 may have been 
issued by Arghun on hia arrival. Or it may have been struck 
by some pretender to the throne, who considered the interreg¬ 
num, and the dissatisfaction caused by Turakina's rule, a 
favourable opportunity for striking a blow for sovereignty. The 
coin (or rather two coins, for there is a second with mint and 
date probably Kenjoh, 642+) bears the familiar Anatolian and 
Georgian device of a mounted bowman* with dog, and presents 
no indication of the striker's name except the obscure inscription 
M-yJi £ll (thu= pointed on some of the coins) which 

has been interpreted in more than one way. Mi BapthulomaeE J 
points the last word 4X^ f and regards Ahul as the name 
of the Viceroy at Tiflpes under Tursklo*.

Of Kuyuk the British Muffum collection has no coir, 
eirept those issued in hie name by his vassal Dawith V. of 
Georgia, which do not belong to the Arabic section of the 
Catalogue. Manga s name (I fQy* — Mongh4) occurs alone 
on five coins, and in conjunction with HuligVs on seven more. 
Tlse former (with dates 652 and 653} were probably issued by 
the governor of Fersa, Arghun, who apparently held Ti flees 
for some time after, u well os before, Hrioga'a invasion. 
Ilalogus coinage begin* in 052, but we must regard the 
copper coin issued In this year with his name as rather a 
symbol of the terror caused bj his advance than ia an actual 
inue of hit own mint, for BkMtipl wu not yet taken In 652. 
The coin wu probably issued by Lula* whose type it bears, 
and the fact that the two following coin* appear to have been 
hastily struck over old issues of Lula confirms Ibis view.

The series of coins of the IlkhAai, or Mongols of Perris, in 
the British Museum, is large and comprehensive. It comilts 
of nearlj 350 coins, of which three-Ton rths are silver* only 13 
being gold, and 75 copper. Ererj Ehia from Hulsgu to 
Ntuhinraa is rep resented, except Arps and Moose, whose reigns 
together did not amount to right months. In the fine series 
of Arghua’t coinage onlj one year of his reign is omitted, mid 
only two in GhAi£n'.s R whilst the two hundred examples of 
Aboo-Saeod 1 * mints represent every year save one from 717 to 
734; and many y?sn sure recorded by tbs issues of several 
different cities. The value of the coins m filing the duration 
of each reign ii especially seen in the issue* of the puppet 
Khans who were set up by the rival ameer* from 736 to 745.

The inscriptions on the coins of the Mongol* of Persia are 
often arranged in geometrical borders, sometimes of a com¬ 
plicated character, and in some case* tlie border may help to 
determine the date (see note to p. 02). The surface of tho 
coin La commonly adorned with numerous point*, star*, and 
ornament*; none of which seem of any special import, and of 
which none have therefore been noted in the Catalogue. The 
same remark applies to the numerous blunders of the engrave! 
which are noticeable in this series: it would serve no useful 
purpose to record them. As a rule we do not find figures of 
animal* or men on the coin* of the ILkham ; and with the 
exception of tbo peacock on some silver coins of Arghun, inch 
figures when they do occur are found only on the copper 
issuer The head and cross-legged, figure common on the coin*
